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A light-emitting device includes a light source body and a plurality of resonant cavities 
(31,32,33). The light source body (25) generates light. Each of the plurality of resonant 
cavities resonates light with a predetermined wavelength. Each of the wavelengths of the 
light resonated by the resonant cavities is different from at least one of the other 
wavelengths of the light resonated by the resonant cavities. 
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
